Drawings

In claim 2, "a radially inwardly extend rib" should be - radially inwardly extending 
ribs--, "a shoulder" should be - shoulders--. 

In claim 3, "said rib" should be - said ribs - and "said upper surface of said tab" 
should be - said upper surfaces of said tabs--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Barriac 
(4,801 ,030). Barriac discloses, in figs. 3 and 7, a tamper indicating closure comprising a 
tamper indicating ring 28 having a plurality of tabs 30 having an upper surfaces 
positioned above a plane of a frangible bridges, the tabs further comprising a ribs 34 
engaging a corresponding bead on a closure neck.

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. *** 

Zumbuhi, Herr et al., Nyman, and Odet teach tamper indicating closures 
comprising tamper indicating rings having a plurality of tabs having an upper 
surfaces positioned above plane of frangible bridges.
